RAILS SEEK 7 PCT. RATE RISE 
BY FEB, 9, DELAY LIKELY 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 (AP) 
~The railroads want to iIn- 
crease their freight rates 7 per 
cent on Feb. 9, but members of 
the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission say they doubt action 
can come that fast. 

This was disclosed. yesterday 
in the release by the ICC of an 
exchange of letters between a 
railroad committee and the ICC, 

The ICC, which passes on 
freight rate changes, tradition- 
ally takes its time. Hearings in 
such a case may run for a year 
or more, with the old rates 
nfeanwhile still in effect. 

A 7 per cent increase would 
amount to more than $500,000,- 
000 additional for shippers to 
pay. The railroads say it would 
just about offset increases in 
the wages they pay and the ma- 
terials they buy.

St. Louis county’s need for more money to 
meet essential budget requirements can hardly 
be doubted. But whether a 1956 tax increase is 
essential to raise the money is very much open 
to doubt. The County Council should subject Su- 
pervisor Matthews’s request for a 7-cent tax in- 
crease to the most searching examination. 

In 1955, the total of taxes levied in the county, 
not including municipal levies, went up more 
than four and a half million dollars or 16 per 
cent over 1954. Most of the increase went to 
school districts, but the county government's 
share of it was $400,000. Now Mr. Matthews 
wants to increase the tax rate in 1956 to raise 
an additional $587,000 beyond revenues present- 
ly in sight. : 

Most of the purposes for which Mr. Matthews 
seeks the money are sound, especially the added 
funds for the county police and $200,000 for the 
first phase of what he calls a “sensible, fair and 
scientific” reassessment of real property. But 
the county must go slow in saddling new tax 
rates on citizens who have just faced a 16 per 
cent increase in taxes during 1954, and who have 
been subjected to an unsensible, unfair and un- 
scientific blanket rise in property assessments. 

The county in the midst of a real 
estate boom for the better part of a decade, and 
its property tax base has been expanding every 
year. The base will expand next year also. Why 
cannot county finances be so managed as to get 
the needed extra revenue from this expansion 
of the base instead of from a higher rate” 

The base can be expanded, we suspect, not 
only by adding newly developed properties to 
the tax rolls, but by getting started on that 
“sensible, fair and scientific’ reassessment which 
Mr. Matthews now talks about.

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Dispute at Our Northern Border 

In some of our western states, where water is 
at a premium, narrowly provincial views about 
the utilization. of water supply have been ex- 
pressed in recent vears. The unwise and imprac- 
tical nature of any such policy should now be 
becoming painfully clear to them as they view 
an unhappy international incident which is tak- 
ing place on the United States-Canadian border. 

The incident in question has to do with the 
Columbia River, which rises in British Colum- 
bia, flows through a Canadian watershed for its 
first 465 miles, crosses the border and flows 
745 miles in Washington and Oregon before 
emptying into the Pacific Ocean at Astoria, Ore. 
A scheme for diverting a large amount of the 
Columbia's flow into an all-Canadian river has 
been devised by the senior Canadian representa- 
tive on the International Joint Commission, Gen. 
A. G. L. McNaughton. 

The result would be to increase Canada’s 
hydro-electric power supply by 5,000,000,000 kil- 
owatt-hours a year and reduce the power pro- 
duction of United States dams on the Columbia 
by a fourth: Still greater stakes are involved: 
the maximum development of the Columbia 
River system, which represents about one third 
of the hydro-electric potential of the North 
American contingnt. Ourvown country has been 
engaged in that development for two decades 
now and it carries special import because the 
national capacity to produce as strategic a ma- 
terial as aluminum is involved. 

The International Commission, which deals 
with the development of rivers shared by Can- 
ada and the United States, met recently with 
the McNaughton plan as the main item for dis- 
cussion and adjourned after a week without 
making any headway. The United States may be 
compelled to appeal to the World Court at the 
Hague if these discussions fail. 

This is a regrettable bit of friction between 
countries whose amity has long been proverbial. 
And as we said at the outset, it could well be 
taken to heart by water-shy western states in 
which proposals to balkanize the great natural 
resource of water have been heard

Men from 
Western states (California, Oregon, 
Washington, Montana, Idaho, Utah, Ne- 
vada and Arizona) averaged the high- 
est vocabulary-test scores. 

Men from the North Atlantic states

Paradoxically enough, the New Eng-

W. Burgess and L, S. Cottrell and other 
leading investigators have shown that 
people who live in the country tend to 
be happier than those who live in cities. 
The divorce rate has long been higher 
in metropolitan areas; and so has the 
suicide rate ; ; 

Where is the best place in the United 
States to live? 

Agreeable climate and occupational 
advantages are important. But sociologi- 
cal studies make it very clear that there 
are more important things, to which 
we respond with our hearts rather than 
our heads: the feeling of belonging that 
is associated with a certain region: of 
having our roots down: of being where 
our friends are: a feeling of kinship to 
the land, or to a certain city or town. 
These are the things we really live by. 
And where we feel these things we are 
likely to be the happiest.

An Inventor's Devices 
OVERDRAFT ON GLORY. by James Helvick. (Lip.

When an invention has been devel- 
oped and perfected to the point where 
it IS in widespread use, there is a ten- 
dency for the average man to forget 
that, only a short time before, the indi- 
vidual who conceived the idea mey 
have been looked upon as an ingenious 
impostor or, at least, an exploiter of 
bogus scientific claims. 

The central character of this novel, 
Grant Foraker, is portrayed as the sort 
of idealist who will not permit the pos- 
sibility of failure to enter his plans, or, 
as the author puts it, “. .. when For- 
aker thinks he’s going to do something 
he acts like it had already happened.” 

That the reader’s interest does not 
weaken may be attributed to the 
schemes the inventor employes in 
reaching his goals, in evading swindlers, 
and the schoolboy jokes achieved fer 
the purpose of distracting the attention 
of spies from his obiectives. lowever, 
the connection that Foraker held fn the 
past with Robinson. a gentleman who 
believes himself endowed with the abiJ- 
itv to foretell the future and who iff 
later years sought to bring about the 
ruin of tse scientist, is never made en- 
tirely clear. Although Foraker eventu- 
ally overdrew his account with being 
a hero, the essential thing is that his

Cold Terror 

CAN’T recall any picture that ever built up nearly un- 
| bearatie tension and cold terror as does “THE DES- 
PERATE HOURS” opening today at the MISSOURI 
THEATER. Joseph Hayes'’s screenplay from his novel of 
the same name, directed with lean and 
muscular power by William Wyler, and 
with some remarkably realistic acting, 
makes one of the top movies of the year. 

This story of three desperate, escaped 
convicts who invade a home in a quiet 
residential district in Indianapolis for a 
hideout until they can arrange a getaway, 
and hold a family prisoner for 48 hours, is actually nerve- 
tracking in its suspense and relentless in its grip. That is 
‘Because you never for a moment doubt the murderous in- 
tent of Humphrey Bogart as Glenn Griffin, the leader 
of the convict trio. ° 

Here is a great performance—cynical and cold cunning 
masking a brooding, animal-like ferocity beneath the 
taunting, sneering face. You never doubt that if Dan 
Hilliard, the middle-aged householder, or his daughter, who 

are permitted to go to work while the mother and son are 
held hostage, should summon the police, that this man 
would slaughter the hostages mercilessly and savagely. 
That he wouldn't hestitate to kill whenever it suited his 
convenience or his plans. 

This acting is matched by that of Fredric March as 
Hilliard, a civilized, logical and intelligent man who is 
suddenly confronted with this terror in his home and 
desperately tries to work his way out of a situation in 
which the slightest wrong move will mean the murder 
of his family. 

The suspense is played out with a crafty tempo. It 
steadily mounts in intensity with the visit of the boy's 
teacher to find out why he didn’t come to school, the 
dangerous defiance of the boy, the drunken menace of one 
of the convicts, a hulking moronish brute, the shocking 
murder of an elderly trash collector who stumbles on the 
presence of the convicts there, the feverish hunt of the 
law authorities, the rebellion of the third convict, Glenn 
Griffin’s younger brother, which results in his leaving and 
being killed by a policeman. This tingling, breathless ten- 
sion finally erupts in a roaring climax as Hillicrd makes the 
last despairing gamble to get his family out alive. 

Martha Scott as Mrs. Hilliard, Arthur Kennedy as the 
deputy sheriff directing the hunt, Dewey Martin as the 
younger and dominated convict brother, Robert Middleton 
as the brute, Mary Murphy as the daughter and Richard 
Eyer as the son are all quite real. But it is Bogart and 
March who completely dominate this blood-curdling thriller, 
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Musical Comedy Arabian Nights

Academically, North was out 
of line in raising the no-trump 
opening straight to game, since 
he had only nine high-card 
points and 10 are normally re- 
quired for that double raise. On 
a practical basis, however, North 
acted wisely and well—a single 
raise would not have done jus- 
tice to his holding. Players will 
be well advised to take account 
of their intermediate cards in 
calculating raises, particularly 
of no-trump, and the fact that 
North’s honors were backed up 
in three suits by the ten-spots 
made his direct game bid valid 
in all respects. Since South's 
opening had been a 16-point 
minimum, he undoubtedly would 
have passed to two no-trump— 
and missed the game. It is true 
—as will be shown — that the 
game contract should have been 
defeated, but for one thing, it 
wasn't, and for another, a slight- 
ly different position of the 
missing cards would have given 
South a laydown. 

West doggedly opened from 
his five-card spade suit, and 
East went up with the ace. East 
then made the logical shift, to 
a heart, but unfortunately for 
his own side, he selected the 
lowest card of that suit. South 
though for a long time, then 
ducked his own hand, and when 
West had to play the ace or 
concede the trick, the defense 
disintegrated. 

In a situation of this specific 
sort, with East holding the K- 
10-8-6 of a suit over dummy’s 
9-7-5, the proper lead is the 
ten, not the sixspot. An effort 
must be made to smother an 
honor in the closed hand, and 
if the lead of the ten catches 
South with A-J-x or (as in the 
actual case) with Q-J and one 
or two low cards, the effort is 
eminently successful. Note that 
if the ten is led by East, it is 
all over for declarer, whether 
or not he covers. The defenders 
are sure to win three heart 
tricks in addition to the two 
black aces.

Stuffed Artichokes 


Ingredients: Four medium- 
sized artichokes, one tablespoon 


olive oil, one clove’ garlic 
(minced), two small onions 
(finely diced), one cup finely 
diced celery, one cup soft bread 
crumbs, one-fourth cup grated 
Parmesan cheese, salt, pepper, 
four teaspoons olive oil. 


Method: Wash artichokes well 
in cold water. Remove the 
toughest bottom leaves from 
artichokes; cut off stems so 
they will stand level; cut off 
about one-half inch of tops 
straight across. Stand arti- 
chokes in about one and one- 
half inches of boiling water in 
saucepan, cover and boil until 
artichoke hearts are tender 
when pierced with a fork— 
about 30 minutes. Drain thor- 
oughly. Pull out small center 
leaves and thistle; a teaspoon 
will help you scoop out thistle. 
Cook one tablespoon olive oil, 
garlic and onion together until 
onion is tender but not brown. 
Mix with celery, bread crumbs, 
Parmesan cheese, and salt and 
pepper to taste. Fill artichoke 
cavities with stuffing, packing 
some among leaves if necessary 
to use it all. Stand stuffed ar- 
tichokes in baking dish; dribble 
one teaspoon olive oil over each 
artichoke. Pour enough hot 
water in dish to cover bottom. 
Bake, covered, in moderate (350 
degrees) oven 30 minutes. Serve 
at once. 


An easy way to sand rounded 
furniture legs and dowels is to 
cut your sandpaper into thin 
long strips and then pull it back 
and forth over the surface.

That 
custom still goes on in Brazil, 
but many thousands of Ger- 
man families settled in south- 
ern Brazil, and they brought 
in different Christmas ideas 
and customs. They spread the 
use of Christmas trees, and 
their Christmas Man (or Ger- 
man Santa Claus) has become 
widely known. German Christ- 
mas customs have been extend- 
ing through Brazil for half a 
century, and today they are 
followed in cities of many sec- 
tions besides those in which
